The Prophet ,4-j u* iui ju said: 

“He who remembers his Rubb and he who does 
not remember his Rubb is like the living and the 
dead.” 5 

And he said: 

“Shall I not tell you about the best of your works, 
the purest of your possessions, your most elevated 
station, the thing that is better for you than 
spending your gold and silver [in the way of 
Allah], and better for you than meeting your 
enemies and slaying them and being slain?” “O 
yes, they said. He said, “Remembrance of All- 
mighty Allah.” 6 

And he said: 

“All-mighty Allah says, ‘I am with my slave when 
he thinks of Me and I am with him when he 
mentions Me. For if he mentions Me to himself, I

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have mentioned him to myself; and if he mentions 
Me in a gathering, I have mentioned him in a 
superior gathering. If he approaches Me by a 

hand’s width, I approach him by an arm’s length; 

and if he approaches Me by an arm’s length, I 
approach him by a mile’s length. And if he comes 
to Me walking, I hasten to him swiftly.’” 7
